Infirmary Post Is Held Up 


Investigation of the eligibility of Ray T, Adam of Lisbon for super­ 
intendent of the Columbiana county home is holding up an appoint­ 
ment to this position to succeed John P. Neill, whose resignation became 
effective the first of January. 
Adam's name was one of several certified by the state civil service 
commission on January 13. Tile investigation into his qualifications 
is 
the result of protests filed by the next two applicants on the certified 
list—Forrest P. Mason, west of Lisbon, and Roy B. Ewing of Wayne 
township. 
, 
When the list was certified by 
the state commission, following ex­ 
aminations of applicants, it became 
apparent that Adam was favored 
by two of the three county commis- 
s.oners. Commissioners Clarence T. 
Robinson of Lisbon, 
Republican, 
and Frank Fisher, 
Democrat 
of 
East Liverpool, are said to have 
made it known that 
they 
were 
pledged to support Adam as the re­ 
sult, of campaign promises. 
Com­ 
missioner John Smith, Republican 
of St. Clair township, favored For­ 
rest Mason. 
The appointment probably would 
have been made more than a week 
ago had not Adam’s eligibility been 
questioned. 
Faun Experience Specified 
The first paragraph of 
the 
re­ 
quirements listed by the civil com­ 
mission for the position of super­ 
intendent, specifies that the ap­ 
plicant must have had three years 
experience, 
within 
the 
last

years, as a fanner, either tenant or 
owner. 
When attention

provision was called to the coun­ 
ty commissioners, the two Adam 
supporters are reported to have 
stood pat, indicating they would 
go ahead with his appointment.

body ordered the county commis­ 
sioners to hold up the list and an 
investigation was authorized 
im­ 
mediately by the state. 
Adam served as deputy auditor 
for eight years under the two terms 
of Auditor John H. Irwin. Mason, 
widely known throughout Ohio as 
a cattle breeder, has been a far­ 
mer most of his life, as has Ewing, 
who operates a farm 
in 
Wayne 
township. 
Mason is a Republican. 
Ewing a Democrat. 
If Adam is disqualified as the 
result of the investigation, It is 
said the commissioners will appoint 
him to another position.

Italians Killed by Germans 
The British also reported that a 
“large number" of Italian prisoners 
were killed by Axis bom liers as they 
were being removed on a British 
ship from the coast of Libya, North 
Africa. A communique said the- at­ 
tacking planes were “believed to 
have been German." 
German dive-bombers, operating 
from bases in Sicily, have been re­ 
ported active in that vicinity. 
On the northern Eritrea battle­ 
front, the British reported their 
forces were pressing hard on Fascist 
columns retreating toward Cherem 
IOO miles inside Eritrea ami 50 miles 
northwest of Asmara, the Eritrean 
capital.
